Heavier in tlie 
early v/eeks, shipments fell substantially below last year dn" the latter part of the 
month, which has been resDonsible for some improvem.ent' in *the 'over -all refri/rerator 
car supoly and the practical elimination of refrigerator car shortafces in all the 
heavy producing areas of the country. However, the volume of traffic in these 
commodities 4s still extremely -high in certain ;;a;reas and the exneditious handling 
of refrigerator cars is still of '~the\greates^t importance in order to. move th.ese 
highly peri-? ha.bl,e\, crops froift^the producing areas ^ to; the markets', * " ' ' ' ' 

The South Pacific, heaviest of all producing areas this month, will require 
more than 21,000 cars to move the fruit and vegetable crops produced in that 
regipr;^...; Lettu.oa,.".QXanges, oele.ry, grapes, .carrots and mixed- veR-et able s alone, 
will require nearly 18;,000 cars. Potatoes are moving in volume from the States of 
New York, Nebraska, North Dakota, Colorado, Idaho, Californi^ and Oregon and should 
reach the peak this month in Maine, Citrus fruits are now b^iiig loaded in volume 
in both Texas and Florida. Indications arc thpt the mixed citrus, or;>:anges and 
2;rapefruit shipments from, both Florida and Te;?cas will be somewhat heavier this 
month than they were a year ago^ Tomato loadings from. Texas this month will 
surpass those of November 194 6, . " ' " " •„..-;.••:-. 

!%ile the recent storms in Florida will not effect materially the citrus \ 
loadings for this season,;- they have had a very marked effect ,on the ve>'^.et-ble 
loadings, ^ The latter are .comparatively light but will continue^ to increase duringX 
the next 'three m^onth^".. 

. Loadings in the North Pacific Region are. still very heavy while those of the 
Rocjcy Mountain, Southwestern and. North Central Regions are tapering off.
